RATHER THAN YIELD
GERMANS WRECKED
FOUR DESTROYERS

Admiralty Reports Loss of
Men Probably 193 in Ad-

dition to 31 Prisoners

Taken by British.

BERLIN, Oct. 10,

Prefarring wrock and death to capture
by tha British, the commanders of the
fierman torpedo dentrovers B-115 B-117,
B118 and 8«18 drova thelr vessslp upon
tha coant of ths North Bea on Saturday
when dornered by the Englleh eruiser Un-
daunted, ascording to a statament lssued
at the Admiralty today. The four de-
sirovers wore completely wracked,

The craws of tha veasels numbered 221
mon and nearly all of thom are belleved
to have been lost,

(Tha Britleh Admiralty announced on
Baturduy that the Undaunted had sunk
four German dentroyers, and that 351

membera of thelr erews had been tnken
prisoners, This announcament and the
Berlin statement would Indleate that 190
Gormans lost thelr llves.)

It ix sinted that the netlon of the Gare
man commanders In dashing thelr boats
upon the rocks was complying with or-
dera that under no clréumstancen should
they permit Lhe enemy to take thelr
bonts.
